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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group 1 , claims 1-23 in the reply filed on December 
7, 2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Michael Solder on February 1, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 24-27 have been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While the prior art, such as Patent No. 6,647,292 to Bardy and Patent No. 

6,952,610 to Ostroff, discloses similar inventions, it fails to anticipate each and 
every limitation set out in claim 1. The prior art teaches of subcutaneous 
implantable cardioverter/defibrillators which include a hermetically sealed 
housing, including a first cardioversion/defibrillation electrode, placed on one side 
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of the heart with an electrical cable having a plurality of conductors extending 
from the first housing. However, the prior art fails to teach a second hermetically 
sealed housing, including a second cardioversion/defibrillation electrode, 
connected to the first housing via the electrical cable and being located on a side 
of the heart opposite the first housing. Rather, the prior art teaches of electrodes 
disposed directly on the electrical cable which may be placed on the heart. 
Furthermore, while patents to Meltzer (U.S. Patent No. 5,645,586) and Heinze et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,877,032) disclose first and second hermetically sealed 
housings connected via a electrical cable having a plurality of conductors, they 
fail to teach or suggest the inclusion of cardioversion/defibrillation electrodes 
disposed directly on the first and second hermetically sealed housings and the 
placement of the first and second hermetically sealed housings such that the 
heart is disposed between the first and second housings.
